PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
The details of the assault committed on Mr. Wade, H.M.’s 


Minister,by some street rowdies in Peking, according to informa- 
tion officially conveyed, are, that Mr. Wade, being called bad 
names by some youths in the street, remonstrated with them, 
when the offence was repeated, and one of the oldest of them at 
length went so faras to commit an assault on Mr. Wade, for 
which he was apprehended and punished. 


On the 12th Feb. an entertainment was given by the Comte de 
Rochechouart, in his reception rooms, to the foreign society of 
Peking, at which the members of the British Legation played the 
two farces entitled “ He’s a Lunatic” and “ Ici on parle Francais.” 
The parts were sustained throughout with great spirit, the dresses 
and acting exciting great applause. It is stated that much of 
the success of the performance was due to the exertions and un- 
flagging energy of Mr. McLeavy Brown, in his capacity of stage 
manager. At the close of the proceedings a 38 was provided, 
and among the guests were Mr. and Mrs. Wade, General Vlangaly, 
Hon. F. Low, M. Annecke, Mr. and Mrs. Hart, Mr. and Mrs, Bis- 
marck, Mr. and Mrs. McLeavy Brown, Mr. and Mrs, A. E. Pirkis, 
the Rev. and Mrs. Edkins, Dr. and Mrs. Dudgeon and numerous 
others, making in all about 60 persons. 

A fund has been established by the foreign community of 
Tientsin for the relief of the native population. The amount 
subscribed has been distributed among the neighbouring villages, 
the distributing committee being accompanied by a Chinese 
official appointed by the Viceroy for the purpose. The river was 
open off the settlement on the 12th, but it was closed from Kokoo 
to the sea, chiefly through easterly winds having blown ice from 
the head of the Gulf into the mouth of the Peiho. 

The foreign residents of Tientsin have been greatly alarmed by 
a severe gunpowder explosion. It appears that a quantity of gun- 
powder and live shells, which were stored ina high building—a 
kind of watch or guard house just above the arch of the north 
gate—had exploded ; the building itself was blown away ; some 
eighty houses adjoining the north gate, in the main street inside 
the gate, were blown down ; a number of the inhabitants living in 
the houses, and people walking at the time in the adjoining streets, 
were killed or more or less injured, and some Chinese soldiers, who 
were stationed at the building on the archway, were also killed or 
wounded, 











SHANGHAI, 

Our advices by this mail extend to the lst March ; the French 
mail of Jan. 5 arrived out on the 23rd, and the following P, 
and O. mail of Jap. 12 on the 28th February. The Worth Ching 
Herald contains the following summary of the news :— 

An important despatch from the French Government to Prince 
Kung, closing the ‘lientsin negotiation, and Chung How’s em- 
bassy, has been published. It explains M. Thiers’s first refusal 
to receive Chung How, on the ground that the French representa- 
tive is not received by the Emperor, and his subsequent departure 
from this resolve, on the receipt of further despatches from Prince 
Kung, which; persuaded him of the good intention of the Chinese 
Government. Throughout the$despatch this question of right of 
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audience is strongly dwelt on, and we believe Chung How left 
Europe with a full conviction that it would have to be granted. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Hongkew Wharf Company 
has been held. The accounts show a net profit on the nine months 
during which the company had been working, up to Dec. 31, of 
Ts. 18,355. A dividend at the rate of 12 per cent. per annum, 
and a further bonus of Tis. 1.50 per share, was declared, besides 
returning 20 per cent. of the net profits to contributors. Tis. 
1,000 were voted as remuneration to the retiring directors. Mesars. 
Michie, Miller, Harrison, Nissen, and Barnes were elected direc- 
tors for the current year. 

A meeting of the rowing club was held on the 26th Feb. The 
accounts show a balance in hand of Tis. 235. Some alterations 
were made in the rules of the club. Messrs. Little (captain), 
Bird, Clarke, Lindsley, and Schuffenhauer were elected a com- 
mittee for the current year. 

A meeting of members of the race club was held on the 27th 
Feb. The accounts showed a balance in hand of Tls. 3,467. It 
was resolved to reduce Mr. Keswick’s loan by the payment of 
Tls. 1,000 out of this sum. Messrs. C. J. King, G. W. Coutts, 
Dallas, Ringer, Nissen, and Kaye were elected stewards for 1872. 

A case has been tried in the Supreme Court, “ The P. and O. 
Company v. E. J. Deslandes, having reference to the detention of 
a chest of Malwa opium, and claiming $600 as its value, with a 
further sum of $50 for its detention. The plaintiffs’ case was in 
brief as follows:—The defendant is the master of the receiving 
ship or opium hulk, Emily Jane. The P. and O. steamer Madras 
arrived at Shanghai from Hong Kong, having on board, amongst 
other cargo, 314 chests Malwa opium, consigned to Messrs. E. D. 
Sassoon and Co., and the defendant took delivery of the same from 
the Madras. Amongst the said chests of opium was a chest be- 
longing to another consignee, which was by mistake also delivered 
to the defendant, who thus received 315 instead of 314 chests. 
The plaintiffs, on discovering their error, applied to the defendant 
for the return of the chest, but the defendant refused, and in his 
reply to the plaintiffs’ case denied that he had received it on 
board among the other chests as alleged. 

The trial occupied the whole of two days, and the report takes 
up nearly seventeen columns of the //erald. In the end the jury 
found a verdict for the plaintiffs, with damages $50. It was 
understood also that the verdict carried with it the return of the 
opium claimed, or its value. The Courier says the general im- 

ression seems to be that, though the verdict could hardly have 
best otherwise than it was, yet the decision involves great hard- 
ship to Captain Deslandes, who is universally acquitted of any 
knowledge of the missin, chest of opium. To add to his misfor- 
tune, it appearsthat the Customs’ authorities propose to takeaction 
against him on the ground that the chest which the jury’s verdict 
pronounces him to have received in excess paid no duty, and was 
consequently smuggled. A number of his friends have set on 
foot a subscription to assist him to pay the amount in which he 
has been condemned by the Court. 

A general parade of the Volunteers was to take place the day 
the mail left, with a view, we believe, to a more complete sham 
fight than we have yet had. The Marines and Blue Jackets from 
the Juno and Curlew are to join in the excursion, and will form 
the attacking force. The perenne has not yet been made pub- 
lic, but we hear of a probable attack by boats coming down the 
Soochow Creek, which the Volunteers will be called on to repel— 
and of peace being made over substantial refreshment in the end. 

There has been a small riot in Chinkeang, about a new tax 
lately imposed by the Chehsien ; and hardly had this been quieted 
by the withdrawal of the obnoxious impost, when a new excite- 
ment arose in consequence of Mr. Salter, the agent of the 8. 8. 
N. Co. at Chinkeang turning off some squatters from Jand lately 
purchased by him on the river bank. A mob assembled and 
pelted the 8. 8. N. hulk, drc.; the Consuls called on the Chinese 
authorities to take measures for repressing the disturbance and 
protecting the Settlement, and a guard of soldiers was posted for 
the purpose. We believe the disturbances are over, and that there 
is no cause for further alarm. 

The present mail steamer was compelled to leave the anchorage 
on the 28th February instead of the lst March, and the pas- 
sengers and cargo had to be sent down afterwards, All this ad- 
ditional trouble was due to there being, as usual, an insufficiency 
of water on the Woosung bar. 

It is intended that the first steamers for Tientsin shall be 
despatched on the 3rd March. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Suancnal, Feb. 29. 

There is no doubt now of the establishment on the Yangtaze of 
a new line of steamers to run in connection with the Holt Ocean 
line. The Shanghai Steam Navigation Company has done mar- 
vellously well for its shareholders, yet it is by no means a popular 
institution. At all events the depreciation in the value of its 
shares, consequent on the announcement of a formidable opposi- 
tion, has been received by the outside public with a hardly sup- 
pressed chuckle. However, shareholders who have invested at 
any fairly reasonable rate need not be troubled. The Yangtsze 
trade is expansive enough to supply in process of time sufficient 
work for double the fleet now engaged in it, and it is forgotten 
that the additional steamers will Gy theuscltes create a demand 
for carriage. Doubtless somebody will suffer at first, but there is 
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no question of the near future of a trade with which the 8.S.N, 
and the “ Union,” as at present constituted, could not copa, 

I told you in my last letter that the foreign community was, 
luckily for itself, as dull as ditch-water at the time of wréing, 
and knowing that you would expect something under the head of 
“Shanghai,” I looked forward to this mail with some apprehea- 
sion of having to disappoint you. At the last moment an incident 
has turned up which is unimportant in itself, but which may or may 
not be turned to good or ad account. Two or three Chinese 
gunboats, built after the foreign model at one or other of the 
native arsenals, have for some months Jain in the river opposite or 
a little above the settlements. They gave no annoyance to any- 
body, except by saluting violently at all sorts of hours, whenever 
an unusually dirty mandarin visited them or left them. Latterly, 
however, there have been one or two complaints of high-handed 
pees on the part of the sailors and officers (all vaarenar who, 

onouring Chinese taverns and other places of low resort with their 
presence, have declined to pay for whatever entertainment they 
received. Rows were, of course, the immediate consequence, and 
on one occasion at least the culprits were brought before the 
Mixed Court, and mulcted in various penalties. These were small 
matters, but this afternoon a party landed on the French side, 
and meeting two sergeants of police, forthwith fell upon them 
and seriously wounded them. One man is said to had his face 
gashed across, and the other to have been cut down by a sabre- 
stroke on the back of his head. The French Consul-General made 
a demonstration on the bund by marching all the police with 
fixed bayonets to the spot, but, so far as I can learn, the matter 
rests there at present. This, I presume, is diplomacy, but somehow 
one would think that if Count Mejean had carried his police on 
board one of the vessels, hauled down the Chinese flag, and hoisted 
the tri-colour pending the pacific arrangement of the question so 
rudely raised, more would have been heard about it, and that of 
& more satisfactory character than anything we need now expect. 
Your readers will remember the old story of Sir Francis Drake 
explaining to Queen Elizabeth that there were two ways of 
facing an cnemy—the one to stand off and cry, “Do that again, 
and I'll strike thee ;” the other to strike him first, and say, “ Try 
that at all, and I’ll strike thee again.” This sort of thing is out of 
date, no doubt, but a spice of it would much enliven the palavers 
which now-a-days cause every difficult question in China to exhale 
ina botileof smoke. I might go farther, and say that such an utter- 
ance as Macaulay’s spirited peroration—“ The lives and liberties 
“ of Englishmen are at stake, and it is fit that all nations, civilised 
“and uncivilised, should know that wherever the Englishman may 
“ wander he is followed by the eye and guarded by the power of 
“ England ”—is, though only thirty years old, as antiquated and 
unsuited to the taste of any Western legislative body as Burke’s 
dagger or Mr. Gladstone’s packages of tea. The mere nationality 
makes little difference, for we may take it for granted that in any 
outrage it is the foreigner, and not the Englishman, Frenchman, 
or American, who is attacked, while any decided step on the part - 
ofone foreign Power would be equally assuring to,the subj ects of 
all, 





HONG KONG. 
The dates extend to the 7th March. The outward mail of 


19th Jan. arrived out on the 3rd March. 


Mr. Charles Saint, the proprietor of the China Mail, retires in 
favour of Mr. Bain, who has been for some years associated with 
him, and Mr. N. B. Dennys resumes the editorship, which he left 
some two years since to visit Europe. 

The Supreme Court has resumed its sitting, after the long vaca- 
tionof one month. G. W. Snelling, a bankrupt, obtained his dis- 
charge, there being no opposition. In the case of an unknown 
deceased Chinaman, the administration of his estate was granted 
to the official administrator ; and in re George Davidson, deceased, 
letters of administration were granted to Alexander Morrison 
upon his own petition. In the matter of the three writs of 
foreign attachment against Essa Ahmed and others, the Canton 
silk merchants entered into bonds to proceed with the trial. 

In re F, 8, Huffam, official assignee in the bankruptcy of Lyall, 
Still and Co. v. Jardine, and others, his Lordship delivered judg- 
ment. The Court was of opinion that there was such a mutual 
credit within the meaning of the ordinance between the bankrupts 
and the defendants as to entitle the latter to retain the sums of 
money received by them since the 22nd day of December, 1866; 
in respect of the shares owned by bankrupts in the Triton and 
Canton Insurance Companies, and that the defendants are not 
bound to pay such sums over to the assignee. The costs of the 
suit to be paid to the defendants out of the estate. His Lordship 
based his decision on the ruling of Lord Chief Justice Tindal ia 
the case of Gibson v. Bell, and in the judgment in Nowrojee v. 
the Chartered Bank of India.

We (China Mail) observe that the fourth volume of the Rev:

The critique is somewhat 
premature, as the book is not yet§ready for sale, and the appear- 
ance of the review may be apt to put the reverend author ina 
false position with his readers and reviewers generally. If the 
fourth volume of the “ Classics,” however, comes up (as we believe 
it does) to the standard of the author's tee portions of. the 
same great work, it will stand against all the combined critical 
learning of both the East and the West. It must be a source of 
gratulation, not only to the doctor’s personal friends but to all in- 
terested in China, that his health at present au well for the 
completion of the herculean task to which he has devoted the 
greater portion of his life. 

We learn that it is contemplated by certain capitalists at Can- 
ton to establish a Wai Sing lottery office at Kowloong city, where 
it is expected that communication would be made with this co- 
lony for the indirect sale of tickets and distribution of prizes. So 
far as we have heard, the scheme is a well-planned one, and the 
business would be so conducted that the Colonial laws could not 
touch those who are engaged in traffic, the sanction of the Chi- 
nese Government, which prohibits all other forms of gambling 
except Wai Sing, having been first obtained. 

Thanks were returned in St. John’s Cathedral for the restoration 
of the Prince of Wales to health, a subject upon which the Colo- 
nial Chaplain touched also in the course of his sermon. 

News from Manila to 27th Feb. advices the insurrection com- 
pletely stamped out. On that day a number, some nine or twelve 
persons, implicated in the affair were shot in presence of the 
whole garrison. Two priests and a well known lawyer were still 
in custody awaiting trial. It is stated that three priests impli- 
cated in the insurrection at Manila have been executed there by 
the authorities. The movement must, therefore, have been an 
unusually serious one, and it is strange that no clear explanation 
has ever yet been given of its origin.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—0o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices to the 14th March ; the P. and 
O. mail, with London date Feb. 9, arrived out March 11. The 
Straits Zimes contains the following summary of the news :— 

During the interval nothing of local interest has occurred to 
disturb the monotony of the place. The railway question remains 
in abeyance, though considerable anxiety is felt to learn what 
action Earl Kimberley will take with reference to the strong pro- 
test of the merchants of this place, at the public meeting held 
for the purpose at the Town Hall on the 23rd Feb. The only thin 
new that has cropped up in regard to it is the letter of Colon 
Collyer, former Civil Engineer for these settlements, to the pro- 
moters of the Singapore and New Harbour Railway. It is mainly 
a reply to the strictures of Major McNair, the present Co- 
lonial Engineer, upon the original scheme and estimates of 
Colonel Collyer. There are, however, some points in the letter 
that are liable to mislead persons unacquainted with the place. 
The assertion that the merchants will demand the extension of 
the New Harbour Railway to Johore via Tanglin, for their own 
convenience and for the improvement of their property, is entirel 
fallacious, and we must confess to some surprise at seeing it seri- 
ously put forward by Colonel Collyer, who ought to know better 
than to suppose the residents of Tanglin would avail themselves 
of a railway circuit of five or six miles to accomplish a journey 
that they can more comfortably go over in fifteen minutes in their 
own carriages. Again, the suggested extension to Johore is a 2 

rted by the amount of produce that territory supplies to tl 

ingapore market ; but the railway is to terminate opposite New 
Johore, while nearly all the produce comes from the region of 
the Johore river, some miles away, and can be more conveniently 
shipped in boats direct to Singapore, thus saving the trouble and 
cost of transhipment.

CHINESE COOLIES IN CUBA. 
“On Monday Mr. T. Hucuzs asked the Under Secretary of State for 
foreign Affairs if the Government had received notice of an order 
lately isaued by General Ferrer, in the absence of Captain-General Val- 
mazeda, in the Island of Cuba, prohibiting Chinese from passing from 
one place to another, and from leaving the island ; whether it was 
true that the British Consul, in conjunction with the Consuls of France, 
Italy; Holland, Belgium, and Denmark, had protested against this 
and previous orders as practically reducing the Chinese to a atate of 
slavery ; and if he would lay any communications the Government 
might have received on this subject upon the table of the House? 
rd ENFrIgxp said that a copy of the order had been received at the 
Foreign-office, and also information of a protest by the Consul. A 
copy of the order had been sent to Madrid to Mr. Layard, in order 
that he might remonstrate respecting it with the Spanish Government. 

On Friday Mr. Grip1n asked the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
whether it was competent for Her Majeaty’s Consul-General in Cuba to 
receive from the Chinese Government Consular powers which may be 
exercised on behalf of the Chinese imported into this island. 

Lord Enrieip replied that he could not promise Mr. Gilpin the 
assistance of our consuiar jurisdiction in Cuba in aid of the Chinese. 
He did not think it expedient that our Consuls-General should 
interfere. 





COURT OF APPEAL. 
THE ESTATE OF MR. T. A. GIBB. 

The arguments were heard on Thursday before the Lord Chancellor, 
Lord Chelmsford, Lord Westbury, and Lord Colonsay, in the case 
“* Overend, Gurney, and Company (Limited), versus Gibb and another 
(executors of T. A. Gibb, a former director). This was an appeal from 
a judgment of the present Lord Chancellor (Lord Hatherley), whereby 
he reversed a decision of Vice-Chancellor Malins, and allowed a de- 
murrer to a Bill filed by the appellants, which had been overruled by 
the Vice-Chancellor. The Bill was filed for the purpose of making 
the surviving directors of Overend, Gumey, and Company (Limited), 
and the estate of a deceased director, answerable for so much of the 
capital of the company as had been lost in consequence of the directors 
having, as the appellants alleged, negligently, and in breach of theirduty 
to the shareholders of the company, purchased the business and under- 
taken the liabilities of the late firm of Overend, Gurney, and Company. 
The Lord Chancellor, in delivering judgment in the Court below said : 
“TI think that the shareholders must take the consequences of the 
manner in which their business was conducted by those whom they 
have trusted to act as their agents. If the question were simply 
whether they had or had not made a bad or imprudent bargain, that 
is not a question which could be dealt with in this Court as involving 
a breach of trust; or, if it were whether they had failed to secure a 
good bargain for persons who entrusted their moneys to them for that 
purpose, that is not the case we have here. The company must take 
the consequences of having entrusted their moneys to persons of 
sanguine temperaments, who made a purchase which turned out to be 
a bad one; but I do not find enough in this case to show me that it 
is so ridiculous, or absurd, or that there has been such crassa negli- 
gentia amounting to fraud as to induce me to hold that the gentleman 
whose executors are now sought to be impeached had made himself 
responsible for a breach of trust for which I can hold them liable. I 
hold therefore that the demurrer ought to have been allowed.” This 
is the decision against which the present appeal was raised.

PROGRESS IN BORNEO. 

Tue Trade Report for 1871, published in the number of 
the Sarawak Gazette which came to hand by the last mail, is 
highly encouraging in the best and largest sense of the word. 
True, the total returns fall short of those of the preceding 
year, but the cause of this—the sudden reduction in the 
value of gutta-percha from its abnormal high rate in 1870— 
is s0 evident and reasonable as to prevent any misgivings as 
to the general development of the commerce of this hitherto 
little understood, but largest, island in the world. Exports 
and imports are year by year becoming equalised, while the 
revenue from the out-stations shows a steady increase. We 
can hardly find terms adequately to express the respect which 
we feel for the little band of Anglo-Saxons who have proved 
themselves such ardent and successful pioneers of civilisation 
in this remote corner of the globe which—no longer than 
five-and-twenty years ago—KepreL found the sent of pirates, 
whom he at onceset himself tosubdue. Never, perbaps, in any 
place were difficulties more resolutely encountered, and more 
rapidly overcome, than in Borneo. The head-hunting mania 
of the Dyaks has in the brief space of a quarter of a century 
greatly yielded to the influence of Western intelligence. 
Truly the Government is most interesting and unique. In 
the report of the last meeting of the Supreme Council we 
find so great progress made in inoculating the semi-barbarous 
sons of wholly barbarous fathers that his Highness the 
Raja was positively recommending the subject of the edu- 
cation of their children to the “ serious consideration ” of 
the native community, and assuring them that “if they 
“ would suggest plans to be pursued among themselves, he 
“ was prepared to afford them every assistance ;” in fact, he 
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would build school-houses and provide teachers. This is in 
the truest spirit of liberality and progress, and there are not 
wanting parishes within the “four mile radius” of the “ me- 
tropolis of the world” which might learn with advantage the 
lesson taught them by the Rajah of Sarawak and his fellow 
labourers. “To make two blades of grass grow where but 
one had grown before” was once described as the noblest 
benefaction a man could bestow on his fellows ; but to make 
two ideas spring where only one—and that a false one—had 
abided for centuries, is a still nobler object of ambition ; 
and this we must congratulate the Government of Sarawak 
ou having achieved in the years that we in Europe have 
wasted in vain wars, wicked revolutions, maimed reforms, 
and the “ religious difficulty.” The irony of Votrarse’s 
Huron chief could scarcely have a more biting illustration. 





THE CONDITION OF NATIVES IN JAVA. 

Tue Morning Post publishes the following letter, signed 
‘ Viator,” on the subject of the communication from the 
Foreign-office, which appeared last week in the same jour- 
nal :— 

I observed in your columns, a few days ago, a Foreign-office “« Memo- 
randum ” from Her Majesty’s Consul at Batavia (Mr. M‘Lean), dated 
February 7, 1872, calling in question the accuracy of an article in the 
Morning Post, in November last, descriptive of the degraded position 
of the natives of Java under Dutch rule. I remember that a few days 
after that article appeared it received, through another channel, the 
most decided confirmation by a traveller and a diplomatist long con- 
versant with the condition of the Dutch Indies and other parts of the 
East, But Mr. M‘Lean’s ‘‘ Memorandum ” also, so far from being a 
refutation of the article alluded to, appears to be a noteworthy confirma- 
tion of the truth of at least its general allegations. For in the first place he 
admits that there {fs serfdom in Java, as he states that “ taxes are raised 
in money and in labour, the latter being called ‘ heerendienst,’ or labour 
enforced by Government.” He adds, “ This ‘ heerendienst ’ is at pre- 
sent limited’ to a maximum of one day, at eleven hours per week.” 
When it is remembered how burning and sweltering is the equatorial 
sun-glare of Java, this eleven hours of “enfored labour” sounds very 
much like two days of downright slavery, per week, at the public works 
(roads, bridges, and dykes). But this is only a portion of the pressure 
put upon the islanders, for Mr. M‘Lean continues, “The native is far- 
ther obliged to cultivate sugar-cane;” and “ coffee is also raised by 
‘ heerendienst labour,” the crop being delivered to the Government ata 
price “not much less” than such cultivation would cost a private 
planter. 

Her Majesty's Consul still goes on to confirm and illustrate the general 
statements made in the Morning Post. He says, for example, that 
‘* missionaries are freely admitted, being first, however, required to far- 
aish proof of being able to speak the vernacular.” This restriction 
must largely act as a prohibition ; for it is not at all probable that lan- 
guages so difficult as that of the Indian Archipelago can be sufficiently 
nastered by more than a very few missionaries, to enable them to pass 
the tests implied by this restriction, and especially when imposed by a 
Government which, to use Mr. M‘Lean’s expression, ‘‘ holds itself en- 
tirely neutral on the point of religion—watching only against excesses 
of whatever nature, or from whichever sect.” One can easily undere 
stand the meaning and operation of such “neutrality,” and the inter- 
pretation put upon “ excesses” in rcligious efforts by a Colonial Gce 
vernment whose great and paramount requirement seems to be the 
continuance of the rich revenue which the “ involuntary servitude ’’ of 
Java annually pours into the home coffers of the Hague. There was Httle 
necessity for Mr. M‘Lean to add that the attachment of the Javanese to 
their present creed (such as it is) ‘‘ does not appear to give much scope 
to the Christian religion.” So one would imagine. 

Further confirmation of the statements made, both by the Morning 
Post article and by Mr. Consul M‘Lean himself, is abundantly afforded 
in @ very recent work which devotes several chapters to Java—viz., “A 
Voyage Round the World,” bythe Marquis de Beauvoir (London, 
Murray, 1870). The marquis travelled in company with two of the 
princes of the French Royal family, and was permitted unusual facilities 
for visiting the interior of Java, But whilst he gratefully acknowleges 
the courtesy, talent, tect, and energy of the Dutch Colonial Government, 
he writes in the most unhesitating terms of the disastrous effect of its 
grasping policy upon the general condition of the natives. After describ- 
ing the princes’ tour through the island he remarks—“ It went to my 
heart never to see a man stand up before me, but thousands of creatares 
crouching down in a row.” 

As to the religious condition of this magnificent island of 15,000,000 
people, he says there is ‘scarcely a temple of any kind to show that 
there is » thought of God in this country which He has so richly en- 
dowed.” And after describing the wonderful ruins of the ancient tem- 
ples at Mendoet, Boro-Bondor, and Tjandji-Seou, the marquis con- 
trasts with the past the spiritlessness of the present age in Java, 
when even “‘art is completely dead.” He also affirms that the island 
was more ppulous 1,000 years ago than now. The same writer 
enters at great detail into the particulars of the Dutch exac- 
tions in Java, quoting from official figures and returns. These 
show that in the thirty-three years from 1838 to 1866 the net 
profit of Java to Holland was £72,000,000, or more than £2,000,000 
per annum throughout. This clear revenue is additional to the large 
amount required for meeting the colonial expenditure, and for tae aa 
port of a Dutch army of 30,000 men (of whum 11,600 are Europeans). 
Nor does it include the ‘‘ commissions” on all the Government crops 
enjoyed by the officials generally, both native and Dutch. The Marquis 
mentions also that the natives are compelled to sell two-thirds of their 
sugar crops to the Dutch Government at 10a, Sd. per picul (183 lb.), 
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which quantity sells in Holland at six times the amount (61s. the picul). 
It is but fair to explain that this crop is aided by a loan from Govern- 
ment. But the coffee crop must also be sold to the Dutch at one- 
third of its marketable value. 

J shall only quote from one other source in confirmation of your 
article. In 1868 there was published in this country a popular novel, 
translated from the Dutch by Baron Nahuys, and entitled ‘‘ Max Have- 
Jaar.” Its main object was to expose the cruelties and exactions of the 
Dutch East Indian policy, especially in Java. It was, in short, a sort 
of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” the scene being in the East instead of the 
West. The writer, Heer Edward D. Dekker, was for seventeen years 
engaged as an official in the Dutch service in Java. The translator 
affirms that the allegations made in that work are pronounced by Heer 
Veth, the great Orientalist at Leyden, and by other competent autho- 
Titles, to be understuted rather than exaggerated. Being written in the 
form of a novel, one cannot, of course, quote as authoritative its parti- 
cular descriptions, but they more than corroborate the explicit and 
very recent allegations of the Marquis de Beauvoir. 

I think, Sir, I have already quoted sufficiently from these several 
eources of information to show that the article alluded to in the Morning 
Post is, at least as respects its substantial character, fully verifiable, and 
I hope further attention may be hereby directed to the condition of the 
teeming millions of that distant region, which the writer of “ Max 
Havelaar ” describes as “‘the magnificent Empire of Insulind, which 
winds about the equator like a garland of emeralds.” 

In conclusion, I have only to add that, knowing something of Hol- 
land and the Dutch, I greatly admire their heroism in the past, their 
energy, intelligence, and social progress in the present, and hope that a 
land which numbers amongst its living citizens such noble and philan- 
thropic men as Heer W.H. Suringar, Heer O. G. Heldring, Heer de 
Bosch Kemper, Heer B. Ploos von Amstel, Heer Groan von Prinsten, 
Heer J. A. Jolles, and others, may speedily clear itself from the certainly 
grave discredit which its colonial misgovernment in the East has long 
entailed upon it. 








HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Rorrgrpam, april 10. 

I regret having to report that rather serious disturbances occurred 
during the celebration of the National Festival on the Ist April. The 
differences between the Catholics and Protestants have become 80 strongly 
developed that further riots may yet perhaps ensue. The promoters 
of the Tercentenary Festival were not at all hostile to Roman Catholics, 
but the Ultramontane Fanatics made it appear otherwise. Their 
Catholicism is far in excess of their patriotism, and they maintain the 
doctrine of Pius 1X.’s syllabus, and believe that suppression of heresy by 
fire and sword is both a right and duty. Hence their protest 
against the festival and their subsequent agilations. Most of the com- 
munities in which disorder was raised are situated in ‘‘ small Spain,” 
as our Catholic provinces are entitled. Their demonstrations were 
all of the same character. Refusal to hoist the flag even on the public 
buildings, destroying the windows of the houses of those who endea- 
youred to show their feelings of nationality, cries of “Away with 
Orange!” “A long life to the Pope!” ‘Away with the water- 
beggare!”’ “Away with the King!)’ and so on, The bigots are 
content to renounce their shure in all our historical associations, 
and they indeed regret that the Netherlands do not still remain 
a dependency of the decrepid monarchy of Spain. I am happy 
to state that it was only in very few Protestant towns and 
villages that these demonstrations of the Catholics found sup- 
porters. Nevertheless, it is much to be regretted that some tumul- 
tuous scenes occurred in anti-Catholic places where the Liberals ought 
to have defended the supremacy of intelligence and education. The 
division between the parties has become so wide that it seems impossible 
to re-unite them. Indeed, the Ultramontane papers do all they can 
to make the breach still wider, and to provoke serious scenes. 
Where must this end? Indeed, it is very difficult to foretell. But 
it is quite certain that we must prepare ourselves for the worst, 
if the rumour proves to be true which says that the Catholics 
will celebrate in the month of August next the anniversary of 
the murder of the Huguenots, on St. Bartholemew’s-night. That 
is to be their tercentenary festival. I sincerely hope that this 
romour is unfounded, but the Catholics pretend that the ‘‘ fete” 
(as it was termed by the correspondents of some of your daily papers, 
and who wrote a good deal of amusing nonsense about Holland and the 
Datch) at Brielle was merely a Protestant festival. But nothing is further 
from the fact. Someof the Orthodox Protestants actually refused to 
take part in the festival, because it was not of a religious character ; this 
fact is ignored by the Ultramontanes. Our Conservatives are united 
through thick and thin with the Ultramontanes, which will make things so 
much the worse should the present Liberal Cabinet give place to a Tory 
Administration ; and this many think probable. They foretell in all earnest 
that in a short time Mr. Heemskerk will be Premier. For myself I do 
not believe cne word of the assertion. 

The members of the First Chamber have met for the despatch of busi- 
ness, As is customary in the Upper Chamber, they discussed in a hurry 
some Bills, the most important of which is that proposing the abolition 
of tithes. At last this ancicnt institution has been annihilated. Today 
they will discuss the Bill upon the coalitions of workmen. The 
passage of this measure is rather doubtful, as much disagreement pre- 
vaile respecting it amongst the members, 


PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, April 6. 
The debates in our Parlfament have principally been upon the pro- 
poeed additional taxes on wine, liquors, rice and oil, The straggle 
between the two parties has been very arduous, but the general principle 
of the Bill has been approved of, and at present the discussion is upon 
the points of detail. Night sessions are now being held to discuss the 
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Badget. At the end of the present month Parliament will be prorogaed. 
The Minister for Foreign Affairs has up to the present maintained perfect 
silence respecting the Coolie trade at Macao. 

Among the leading topics of public interest are the successive accu- 
sations published in Diario Popular newspaper, against the Dircctor 
of the Post-office, Senor Lessa. It is stated that the Treasury aud the 
public have been rolbed in the administration of that establishment. 
The writer, who is known as a clerk in the Post-office, says that for 
many years the stamps on newspapers for foreign countries have 
been removed and stolen, that even stamps of great value placed on 
letters are also abstracted by superior officers in the Post-office, As 
soon as these scandalous statements were brought to the knowledge of 
the Minister of Public Works, the newspaper was summoned before the 
Criminal Court, by his orders, and a committee is to be nominated to 
inquire into the management of the Post-office. I understand to-day 
that the Minister is already convinced of the truth of all that has been 
said respecting these great irregularities in one of the first public estab- 
lishments of the country, and that Senor Lessa will be dismissed from 
his post, and replaced by Senor Fradcsso do Sitoeira, 

The Minister of Public Works has signed the convention for the con- 
struction of the submarine cable between Portugal and Brazil. The 
concessionaires are called upon to make a deposit of £20,000. Stations 
will be erected in the island of Madeira and in the Cape Verd Isles. 
By November next the stations in Pernambuco, Rio de Janeiro and 
Bahia will be established. The Great Eastern has been engaged to 
carry out the laving of the cable, eo soon as she has finished her present 
engagements in England and the United States, 

The Foreign Minister has brought in a Bill to revise the Act relating 
to Consular emoluments passed in the year 185], as regards the Con- 
sulates of Buenos Ayres, Monte Video, and Paraguay, and also of Peru 
and Chili. The expenses of these Consulates bave been hitherto pald 
in accordance with the law of 1851, but the Minister proposes to enforce 
the provisions of another Act, passed on the 20th April, 1869. 

The Ministry has been interpellated in the Lower House respecting 
the late alarming news from Angola. The deputy for Lisbon, Senor 
Miranda, was very anxious for explanations from the Government about 
the rising of negroes in Dembos. The Ministers replied that the report 
of the Governor stated that a numerous mob had attacked the native 
soldiers stationed there, that the national flag had been seized, a sergeant 
and a corporal killed, some soldicrs wounded, and the residence of the 
eommander of the forces reduced to ashes. As soon as the affuir was made 
known the Governor sent military reinforcements to Dembos, but he 
had received no further intelligence. The corvette Duque da Terceira 
is to be despatched to replace the corvette Infante d. Henrique in those 
waters. In case of necessity both vessels will remain. 





UNITED STATES. 


THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

The House of Representatives has passed a Bill for regulating tlic 
consular system, in accordance with the recommendations of the State 
Department. By the terms of this measure the pay of the Consals at 
London and Paris is increased from $6,001) to $7,000, at Yokohama, 
Japan, from $4,000 to $5,000, and at Hong Kong fron $3,500 to $4,000. 
The Havre Consulate is reduced from ‘$4,000 to $3,000, the reduction 
being divided between the Consulates at Marseilles and Lyons, which, 
with Antwerp, Brussels and Rome, will each receive $2,500. A Con- 
sulate with a salary of $2,000 is established at Port Said, on the Suez 
Canal. Consulates are established at Tripoli, Tunis, Tangiera, in the 
Barbary States, at Tamatara in Madagascar, at salarics of $2,000. 
The Consul at Zanzibar, in Muscat, and Bangkok, in Siam, will receive 
$1,000, in place of the more expensive existing Consulates. The Consulate 
at Honolulu is raised from $4,000 to $5,000, but that at Lahaina has 
becn abolished. It is also provided that the Consul-General at Con- 
stantinople shall henceforth be also Secretary of Legation to Turkey, 
with the Salary of $3,000, and that the Minister resident to Greece 
shall be Minister resident and Consul-Gencral to Greece, and his salary 
shall be that heretofore fixed for Minister resideat, namely $7,500 a year, 


In the House of Representatives Mr. Lynch, from’ the Committee on 
Commerce, has reported a Bill tu facilitate commerce between the 
United States and China and Japan, and other Asiatic countries. The 
Bill incorporates the Asiatic Commercial Company to deal in the pro- 
ducts of, and to construct public works in those countries, necessary for 
the transaction of its business ; the capital stock to be five millions, with 
the right of increase, &c. Mr. Randall characterised the Bill as a 
monster to crush out individual enterprice. Mr. Lynch replied that it 
was merely authorising this company to do what an individual would 
have aright to do. A similar Bill had been passed for the Bolivia 
Company. Mr. Banks suggested an amendment, providing that public 
subscription books shall be opened, and that the ‘stockholders shall be 
personally liable for all debts of the company. After further discussion 
a motion that the Bill with the amendments should be laid upon the 
table was carried by a large mojority. 

Some time since the House of Representatives called on the President 
for all information in the possession of the Government relative to the 
re-enslavement of Chiuese in the island of Cuba by decrees lately issued 
by Captain-General Valmaseda, and asking what action, if any, has 
been taken by the Executive to prevent the extension of human slavery 
contemplated by decrees. The President has responded by communi- 
cating a translation of the decree of July 1860, issued by the Spanish 
authorities, with regard to the importation and employment of Chinese, 
the decree setting forth as its only object the development of agriculture 
in the island and to prevent a decline in its prosperity, and as being the 
most desirable labour. The President has also communicated the decree 
of December, 1871, the principal object of which appears to be to 
modify, in some respects, the form of the previous decree, and prescribe 
the mode of its enforcement. The President has made no response to 
the latter part of the resolution. .

OFFICIAL RESISTANCE TO THE INTRODUCTION 
OF ART AND SCIENCE IN CHINA. 

Tue letter from our Shanghai correspondent, which we 
published in the London and China Telegraph of the lst 
inst., brings once again into prominence the undeviating 
hostility shown by the Peking Government to any extension 
of the present primitive mode of transit in the interior of 
the Empire. He tells us that, owing to the establishment of 
the coast telegraph, and the awift communication afforded 
by foreign steamers, the last year’s rice crops of the Yangtsze 
provinces have found a ready and remunerative market 
among the Chinese in San Francisco, and points out with 
great justice the inestimable advantage which would be 
derived by the inhabitants of every province by the intro- 
duction of foreign steamers and railways in the interior. 
The reports brought by every mail from China only too 
truly illustrate the truth of this remark, At the present 
moment, for instance, there are thousands of people starving 
in the neighbourhood of Tientsin, owing to the destruction 
of the crops of the district, and there appears to be no im- 
mediate prospect of their distress being relieved, simply 
because there is no efficient means of transporting the un- 
usually abundant rice crops of the central provinces to the 
scene of the famine. Again, how fatal is the want of the means 
of transport to the Imperial armies acting against the Mahom- 
medan rebels! and what a safeguard it would be to the peace 
of the Einpire were the Government able, with instant 
despatch, to throw a body of men into any disaffected 
neighbourhood. These and other obvious advantages have 
been repeatedly urged upon the Empzror’s advisers, but 
have as often been ignored by them in a manner which 
has shown plainly, in the words of Sir RurHERFORD ALCOCK, 
“the entire hopelessness of making any further progress 
“at present in this or any other direction tending to open 
“ China more effectually to foreigners.” The causes of this 
obstructive attitude on the part of the Government are not 
far to seek, and are pointed out by our correspondent. No 
doubt the ‘mandarins have a very strong objection to the 
introduction of any system which would bring with it an 
influx of foreigners into the cities and villages of the Empire. 
They regard with jealousy and eagerly resent any interference 
whatever in the internal government of the country. They 
will not believe that our motives for seeking closer relation- 
ships with them are purely commercial. They fancy they 
see in the history of our conquest of India a foreshadowing 
of the course we would wish to pursue towards China, and, 
perhaps with more reason, the past dealings of the Russians 
have made them suspicious of any proposed innovation 
which may emanate even in part from them. These are 
misconceptions which can only be removed by a more | 
intimate acquaintance with the history and aims of Western { 
natious. Suspicion is a leading characteristic of the Eastern 
mind, and is the offspring of ignorance. A knowledge 
extending beyond the sphere of Chinese wisdom is necessary 
to remove it, and, though the mandarins may resist, time 
will force it upon them. 

There is, however, another objection felt and avowed by 
the leading men of China to the introduction of railways 
and steamers, and it is one with which we ought to have 
some slight sympathy. It is plainly stated in Tsena-kwo- 
FAN’S famous memorial when he says, “Their (i.e., the 
“ foreigners’) demand to have their small steamers allowed 
“access to our rivers will involve the ruin of our large 
“and small boats and the beggary of sailors and super- 
“ cargoes. So, also, if we allow them to construct railroads 
“and set up telegraph lines, the livelihood of our cartmen, 
“ “ muleteers, innkeepers, and porters will be taken from 
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“them.” By the light of our present experience we NOTICE TO SUBSCRIBERS, CORRESPONDENTS, &. |“ them.” By tho light of our present experience we know 
how unreasonable are these fears ; but it is well to remember 
that a similar alarm was felt by an overwhelming majority 
of the people of England when first it was proposed to 
construct railroads in this country. The result has 
proved that they have multiplied labour and increased 
the wealth and prosperity of the land a thousand-fold. 
And so they will eventually in China ; but Chinamen, of all 
people in the world, require to have proved to demonstration 
the practical advantages of an innovation before they can be 
led to adopt it. Already the “ more astute native merchants ” 
fully recognise the advantages they reap from the coast tele- 
graphandforeignsteamers. The practice of chartering steamers 
for the conveyance of their goods along the coast is largely 
on the increase, and it is this leaven of practical experience 
which will leaven the whole Empire. If the native mer- 
chants once become thoroughly dissatisfied with their own 
primitive and uncertain mode of conveying goods in carts 
and juoks and desirous of some more sure and rapid 
means of transit, the mandarins will not be able to 
resist the employment of steamers and railways. And 
this brings us to the question asked by our correspondent, 
“For what is the provincial Government answerable, and 
“over what does the Peking Government exercise absolute 
“control?” To this question it is impossible to give a direct 
answer. Theoretically the Central Government is all-power- 
ful throughout the Empire, but practically its influence 
fluctuates with the social condition of each province. The 
tight rein which is held over the provincial mandarins in 
peaceful times has to be relaxed when in the midst of 
troubles, it becomes necessary to purchase their adhesion 
to the Government by allowing them unusual license. The 
Government would, we believe, be unable to introduce 
any measure of reform which was generally opposed by the 
people, and would be powerless to resist the adoption of any 
innovation which was unmistakably called for by the popular 
voice of the Empire. It is to the people, therefore, we must 
look to take the initiative in—among other things—extending 
the meaue of transit ; and though they may be slow in doing 
80, the exigencies of trade will compel them to move onward, 
and in thig respect the experience of the last few years has 
not been such as to leave us without some hope for the 
future. 


Mr. R. G. Watson, whose appointment as successor to 
Mr, Abas, Secretary of Legation, Japan, we noticed some 
time since, proceeds to his post earlier than anticipated, 
owing to the indisposition of Mr. Apams. Mr. Watson 
travels by way of New York and San Francisco, and will join 
the Pacific mail steamer of the lst of May for Yokohama. 


WE understand that the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 
pany are now building a screw steamer at Copenhagen, which 
is intended to be employed on the China and Japan station 
as a repairing vessel for the company’s cable. She will take 
out sufficient cable to connect Amoy and the coasting ports 
with Hong Kong and Shanghai. 


Mr. Pauncerore and Mr. Pottarp return to Hong Kong 
probably next month; Captain WatsHE, the new Police 
Magistrate for Singapore, by next mail. Mr. CHaLoneR 
ALABASTER has assumed charge of the Consulate at Shanghai, 
and Mr. How.err is acting Vice-Consul. Mr. Davenport 
has obtained leave of absence. 


By a singular coincidence, while our Government are so 
bent on “cutting down” the salaries of Consular officers, 
the United States Government, as will be seen in our 
Foreign Intelligence, see the necessity of very considerably 
increasing the pay of their staff. 


WE announced in our last that the United States Govern- 
ment had refused the increased subsidy to the Pacific Mail 
Company, but we.are informed that, notwithstanding this 
decision, the Company will run a fortnightly service, com- 
mencing on 15th May. 


WE understand that the vacant post of Colonial Surgeon 
at Hong Kong, consequent on the resignation of Dr. 
Murray, has not yet been officially filled. Dr. Doos in 
the meantime is acting. 
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Ronetary and Commercial. 


The directors of the Suez Canal have just issued their revised 
list of charges to be enforced from the lst July next, and of 
which, by the terms of the Act of Concession, three months’ no- 
tice: has to be given in the capitals and chief ports of the coun- 
tries interested. From the lat July the company will charge for 
the passage through the Canal at the rate of ten francs per ton 
upon the real capacity of the vessel, the gross tonnage, or that 
indicated by the ship’s paper, being taken as the basis of the 
calculation. In vessels of any nation where the papers do not 
show this tonnage it will be calculated by the latest scale of the 
international commission of the Lower Danube ; and those vessels 
which have no papers on board, or only imperfect ones, will be mea - 
ured by the sgents of the Company by the system in use at the 
_ time in England for measuring ships of burthen. All covered spaces; 
whether fixed or temporary, that are not comprised in the official 
tonnage, will be measured by the Company’s agents according to 
the English system. Vessels of war will be treated, as far as cal- 
culating the tolls due to the company, by the same rules as those 
applied to trading vessels. While adopting as the basis of cal- 
culation of these tolls the above method of measurement, the 
Company will not be bound to adhere to them in the event of any 
future system of measurement being introduced of greater preci- 
sion than those now existing. 

The prospectus has been issued of the Great Western Telegraph 
Company (Limited), with a capital of £1,350,000, in 67,500 
shares of £20 each, of which 45,000 shares are offered for sub- 
scription. It is proposed to connect New York with England and 
the West Indies directly, both with the United States and this 
country, without the intervention of any system of land lines. 
With a comparatively short cable telegraphic communication ‘can 
be continued to Brazil. Arrangements have been made securing 
the traffic over the lines of the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 
pany for America from Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Russia, China, 
and Japan, as well as a duplicate route between England and 
America in connection with the projected North Atlantic line of 
the Great Northern Company. The charge for ordinary messages 
will be £1 for every ten words, or one-half the present rate. A 
contract has been entered into with Hooper’s Telegraph Company 
(Limited) for the manufacture and submersion of the cables for 
the sum of £1,330,000. The details of the scheme will be found 
in full in our advertisement columns. 

In another column it will be seen that the appeal case of the 
liquidators of Overend, Gurney, and Co. against the estate of the 
late T. A. Gibb has been decided by the House of Lords in favour 
of the latter. Their Lordships at the samo time completely 

scouted the aspersions attempted to be cast on Mr. T. A.§ Gibb, 
well known as a man of the most strict integrity and honour. 

The China Traders’ Insurance Company, for which Messrs. 
Fearon and Co. are the London agents, have decided on dividing 
two-thirds of the profits to all persons contributing business, and 
the remaining one-third to the shareholders generally. 

The annual meeting of the Singapore Gas Company is called 
for the 30th inst., when a dividend will be declared for the half- 
year ending December last. 

A petition for winding up the Matella Coffee Estates Company 
of Ceylon is to be heard before the Master of the Rolls on the 8th 
proximo. 

A correspondent writes as follows with reference to a practice 
which is followed in loading vessels for the homeward voyage 
from Java :— 


Will you allow me, through your columns, to warn shipowners against 
a clause inserted by merchants in the homeward form of Java charter-— 
party to the following effect, viz. :—* Not less than two-thirds of the 
cargo to consist of dead weight.” This stipulation I thought secured 
me an average Java cargo. I find, however, that my ship—1,060 tons 
register, carrying 1,500 tons of coal—has just discharged 1,000 tons of 
Java cargo only, the merchants having shipped 750 tons of sugar as dead 
weight, and the balance, 250 tons, of the lightest description of Java 
cargo. I advise shipowners to stipulate for the quantity of weight to be 
need in tons, and on no account to carry dry hides and tobacco by 
weig! 

The enhanced cost of iron in this country appears to have had 
the effect of increasing the iron ship building trade of Copenhagen 
where several steamers of 1,000 tons are being constructed. Two 
of these vessels are now engaged in the American trade, and one

Bar Silver has slightly declined in value, owing to a fall in 
the Indian Exchanges.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for March do not follow up the 
striking advance shown in the January and February returns over 
those of last year. On the contrary, compared with those of 
March, 1871, they show a fractional falling off, the diminution in 
the declared value of our exportations being £109,032, or + per 
cent. March last year was, however, a month of extraordinary 
activity, and, in comparison with the preceding year, the present 
total exhibits an augmentation of 15 per cent. It appears, at the 
same time, that the general trade of the country is still increas- 
ing in a rapid ratio, and that the cause of the figures for the past 
month not presenting an advance upon those of last year consists 
mainly in a great falling off in the German demand for cotton, 
linen, and woollen yarns. The value of the exports for the 
month was £19,965,568, against £20,074,600 in March, 1871, and 
£17,300,210 in March, 1870. The value of the imports for the 
month was £27,543, 441, against £26,647,994 in March, 1871. 
The amounts taken for home consumption are in most instances 
short of those given in the corresponding month of last year. 
There is a serious reduction in cocoa, coffee, sugar and tea, 
and a less considerable falling-off in tobacco and wine.
